IS )F GREAT INTEREST TO TAXPAYERS 


WILL INVESTIGATE NEW 


PRESIDENT OF PANAMA 


T B County Commissioners were presented with a copy of resolution 


adopti , by Pomona Grange No. S?, of Clearfield County on August 10th, 
wherei i request was made for information concerning the millage question, 
•ad asking that some explanation be made as to the reason for 
adding 


one mill to the County and one mill to the Poor taxes for the year 1916. 
The requMt is perfectly proper, and the Commissioners are pleased, to give 
any information regarding the business of the taxpayers with which they 
have been entrusted, and as a prelude to figures that will follow in this 
•tatement, a*k you to consider a few facts, and the conditions that sur- 
round the Board of County Commissioners. 


The general high cost prevailing at this time extends to all branches 


of buaine*H including that of the business of the County, and the expenses 
in the different departments are subject to precisely the same rule; in fact, 
they are relatively higher than the average. Furthermore, the taxpayers 
ahould look over the statement of taxes presented to them by the Collector, 
and studying the figures will find in an instant that the bulk of the taxes 
i* paid to the road, school or borough funds, and by careful observation will 
note that the County and Poor Districts receive but a very small propor- 
tion of the amount that is required to be paid. 


As to the increase of millage, choosing between two methods of supply- 


ing aufficient revenue to support the County and poor districts either by 
floating bonds against the county or levying a slight increase of millage, 
which confronted them, when they prepared the budget of expenses necessary 
for the year. 1916, they consulted counsel and others, with a conservative 
View of this important question, and decided to adopt the present system 
for thi* year at least, the county having been burdened for many years -with 
latereat-bearing indebtedness by repeated bond issue, and just having shaken 
off the last remnant of this unpopular and unprofitable system. They found 
a DUMB of unpaid current bills amounting in the aggregate to approximately 
$30,000, including two unpaid State Road bills over $6,000 each, bills ordered 
paid by the Court including Keeler reward aggregating $2,138.35, liability of 
th* county under new appointments, decisions of Courts and Acts of Assembly 
cauaing increase of forced payments $5,702.99 bills due to insane asylums 
and other institutions for the last quarter of 1915 $5,000, and a number of 


' ether sundry account*, which to itemize would require too much space to 


mak* plain, but all of which appear fully on the books and are open for in- 
•paetion at any and all times; further, when taking up the budget for the 
JTtar 1916 they found that new offices had been created by the Legislature 
of-1816, which would increase the expenses of the county to the extent of 
•t least $5,000. The State authorities gave mandatory orders that the bakery 
at the County Home should be removed from its present location; this buikl- 
(•4T, together with the necessary ice house, cooling room, etc., in now being 
•trected at a cost of approximately $6,000. The Court and Law Committee 
compelled the county to provide a re-indexing system for the Register and 
Recorder's Office and the Prothonotary's Office at an expense of approxi- 
mately $6,000, and appropriation of $1,200 was also made to 
the 
Farm 


Bureau. 


The condition of the many county bridges, which all know has been 
^ m mertace to public safety, required immediate attention, and you can readily 
..V|*e that it came to the point of bonding the county or increasing the milt- 


•ge. Knowing the public aversion to interest-bearing bonds, and as stated 
above after careful deliberation, the county could not provide for these 
additional expenses without sufficient revenue, or within the amount that 
would be derived from the millage as levied in the year 1915. 


In addition to the above, we might mention that the county has for the 


first time been obliged to support a County Detective, who was appointed 
before the'present Board took charge, his pay commencing from January 1st 
at th» rate of $100 per month and expenses. The salary of the Desertion 
Probation Officer was raised from $1,200 to $1,500 per year plus expenses. 
The law required that a Sealer of Weights and Measures be appointed, and 
fixed the salary at $1,000 per year plus expenses, which began in the year 
J>16. A recent provision of the Legislature provides that the District At- 
torney, also County Superintendent of Schools be provided with a clerk. The 
Orphanage where the children of the County Home are cared for, on Spruce 
Street, which was organized in 1915, requires an outlay of nearly $200 per 
month. An increase was made in the amount set apart for the use of the 
Mother's Pension Commission $1,125 being paid this year. We might also 
ktate that the Act of 1915 provides that the county shall pay the entire ex- 
penses of holding Primary Elections, which would aggregate at least $6,000 
per year. The murder trials, in this county in recent years have become a 
serious matter for the taxpayers, the attorneys receiving from $200 to $500 
each, the county having already paid on this account this year $1,325. 
At 


one session of May Criminal Court two men were tried separately for the 
murder of one man. All these items mentioned above the County Commis- 
sioners are obliged to pay, and they have no recourse except to settle these 
claims with cash payment. 


To convince the public that the Commissioners have been attentive to 


their duties can explain that on the 12th day of January they prepared a bud- 
get, which developed the fact that it would require at least $178,404.95 to 
conduct the business of the office for the current year. Taking into ac- 
count ''iat the total valuation of the county had been approximately $20,000,- 
000 for many years, it was. natural to presume that the revision of taxes 
would provide about the same total valuation. Figuring on a basis of 9 mills 
you will see that if all taxes were paid $180,000 tax money would result; 
this, however, could not be expected, as the amount anticipated from this 
millage would possibly reach $i:>0,000 and with miscellaneous credits $30,- 
000 and added to this the $44,000 in the Treasury at the beginning of the 
year makes a grand total of $204,000. After expending the amount as will 
be shown below $178.000, you will note that about $26,000 remains in the 
Treasury as a balance upon which to start the business for the year 1917. 
Ihese figures, of course, are subject to variance, as it is quite difficult to 
determine in advance the actual balance when the Auditors have completed 
their duties.. One-half the year having passed they find that the expenses 
thus far aggregate $88,193.54 for the County and Poor Districts, and this 
v>'ou)d indicate that the budget was about correct, as will be noted above. 


Furthermore, it might be well to explain that during the first six months 


In the Treasurer's Office vast sums are necessarily paid out, and the taxes 


v not being due during that period but ver> little money is paid in as an off- 


set; on that account it is necessary to have a substantial balanco in the 
Treasury to provide against this contingency. 


The Commissioners call the attention of the Grange, as we'd a.s the 


other taxpayers of the county, to the following/facts:—That no increase in 
the force of the Commissioners of itself has 'been made. 
That the only 


officer appointed by the Commissioners 15 the Sealer of Weights and Mea- 
aures, and this office was only filled because the Act of A.-serr.bly sa>s: "The 
Commissioners shall appoint u Sealer of Weights and Measures."

It should also be remembered that the Commissioners have nothing to 


aay about the payment of a very larare part of the expense of running the 
County, they simply pa\ what the law compels them to pay. The Court

IS )F GREAT INTEREST TO TAXPAYERS 


WILL INVESTIGATE NEW 


PRESIDENT OF PANAMA 


T B County Commissioners were presented with a copy of resolution 


adopti , by Pomona Grange No. S?, of Clearfield County on August 10th, 
wherei i request was made for information concerning the millage question, 
•ad asking that some explanation be made as to the reason for 
adding 


one mill to the County and one mill to the Poor taxes for the year 1916. 
The requMt is perfectly proper, and the Commissioners are pleased, to give 
any information regarding the business of the taxpayers with which they 
have been entrusted, and as a prelude to figures that will follow in this 
•tatement, a*k you to consider a few facts, and the conditions that sur- 
round the Board of County Commissioners. 


The general high cost prevailing at this time extends to all branches 


of buaine*H including that of the business of the County, and the expenses 
in the different departments are subject to precisely the same rule; in fact, 
they are relatively higher than the average. Furthermore, the taxpayers 
ahould look over the statement of taxes presented to them by the Collector, 
and studying the figures will find in an instant that the bulk of the taxes 
i* paid to the road, school or borough funds, and by careful observation will 
note that the County and Poor Districts receive but a very small propor- 
tion of the amount that is required to be paid. 


As to the increase of millage, choosing between two methods of supply- 


ing aufficient revenue to support the County and poor districts either by 
floating bonds against the county or levying a slight increase of millage, 
which confronted them, when they prepared the budget of expenses necessary 
for the year. 1916, they consulted counsel and others, with a conservative 
View of this important question, and decided to adopt the present system 
for thi* year at least, the county having been burdened for many years -with 
latereat-bearing indebtedness by repeated bond issue, and just having shaken 
off the last remnant of this unpopular and unprofitable system. They found 
a DUMB of unpaid current bills amounting in the aggregate to approximately 
$30,000, including two unpaid State Road bills over $6,000 each, bills ordered 
paid by the Court including Keeler reward aggregating $2,138.35, liability of 
th* county under new appointments, decisions of Courts and Acts of Assembly 
cauaing increase of forced payments $5,702.99 bills due to insane asylums 
and other institutions for the last quarter of 1915 $5,000, and a number of 


' ether sundry account*, which to itemize would require too much space to 


mak* plain, but all of which appear fully on the books and are open for in- 
•paetion at any and all times; further, when taking up the budget for the 
JTtar 1916 they found that new offices had been created by the Legislature 
of-1816, which would increase the expenses of the county to the extent of 
•t least $5,000. The State authorities gave mandatory orders that the bakery 
at the County Home should be removed from its present location; this buikl- 
(•4T, together with the necessary ice house, cooling room, etc., in now being 
•trected at a cost of approximately $6,000. The Court and Law Committee 
compelled the county to provide a re-indexing system for the Register and 
Recorder's Office and the Prothonotary's Office at an expense of approxi- 
mately $6,000, and appropriation of $1,200 was also made to 
the 
Farm 


Bureau. 


The condition of the many county bridges, which all know has been 
^ m mertace to public safety, required immediate attention, and you can readily 
..V|*e that it came to the point of bonding the county or increasing the milt- 


•ge. Knowing the public aversion to interest-bearing bonds, and as stated 
above after careful deliberation, the county could not provide for these 
additional expenses without sufficient revenue, or within the amount that 
would be derived from the millage as levied in the year 1915. 


In addition to the above, we might mention that the county has for the 


first time been obliged to support a County Detective, who was appointed 
before the'present Board took charge, his pay commencing from January 1st 
at th» rate of $100 per month and expenses. The salary of the Desertion 
Probation Officer was raised from $1,200 to $1,500 per year plus expenses. 
The law required that a Sealer of Weights and Measures be appointed, and 
fixed the salary at $1,000 per year plus expenses, which began in the year 
J>16. A recent provision of the Legislature provides that the District At- 
torney, also County Superintendent of Schools be provided with a clerk. The 
Orphanage where the children of the County Home are cared for, on Spruce 
Street, which was organized in 1915, requires an outlay of nearly $200 per 
month. An increase was made in the amount set apart for the use of the 
Mother's Pension Commission $1,125 being paid this year. We might also 
ktate that the Act of 1915 provides that the county shall pay the entire ex- 
penses of holding Primary Elections, which would aggregate at least $6,000 
per year. The murder trials, in this county in recent years have become a 
serious matter for the taxpayers, the attorneys receiving from $200 to $500 
each, the county having already paid on this account this year $1,325. 
At 


one session of May Criminal Court two men were tried separately for the 
murder of one man. All these items mentioned above the County Commis- 
sioners are obliged to pay, and they have no recourse except to settle these 
claims with cash payment. 


To convince the public that the Commissioners have been attentive to 


their duties can explain that on the 12th day of January they prepared a bud- 
get, which developed the fact that it would require at least $178,404.95 to 
conduct the business of the office for the current year. Taking into ac- 
count ''iat the total valuation of the county had been approximately $20,000,- 
000 for many years, it was. natural to presume that the revision of taxes 
would provide about the same total valuation. Figuring on a basis of 9 mills 
you will see that if all taxes were paid $180,000 tax money would result; 
this, however, could not be expected, as the amount anticipated from this 
millage would possibly reach $i:>0,000 and with miscellaneous credits $30,- 
000 and added to this the $44,000 in the Treasury at the beginning of the 
year makes a grand total of $204,000. After expending the amount as will 
be shown below $178.000, you will note that about $26,000 remains in the 
Treasury as a balance upon which to start the business for the year 1917. 
Ihese figures, of course, are subject to variance, as it is quite difficult to 
determine in advance the actual balance when the Auditors have completed 
their duties.. One-half the year having passed they find that the expenses 
thus far aggregate $88,193.54 for the County and Poor Districts, and this 
v>'ou)d indicate that the budget was about correct, as will be noted above. 


Furthermore, it might be well to explain that during the first six months 


In the Treasurer's Office vast sums are necessarily paid out, and the taxes 


v not being due during that period but ver> little money is paid in as an off- 


set; on that account it is necessary to have a substantial balanco in the 
Treasury to provide against this contingency. 


The Commissioners call the attention of the Grange, as we'd a.s the 


other taxpayers of the county, to the following/facts:—That no increase in 
the force of the Commissioners of itself has 'been made. 
That the only 


officer appointed by the Commissioners 15 the Sealer of Weights and Mea- 
aures, and this office was only filled because the Act of A.-serr.bly sa>s: "The 
Commissioners shall appoint u Sealer of Weights and Measures."

It should also be remembered that the Commissioners have nothing to
